Davis  gets  1992  honor

Wesson  native  Dr.  Dwight  Douglass 
"Doug"  Davis  of  Washington,  D.u.,  is 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's 
1992  recipient  into  the  Literary  Hall  of 
Fame. 

This  marks  the  tenth  anniversary  of 
Co-Lin's  Literary  Hall  of  Fame.  Dr.  Davis 
was  honored  by  the  college's  English 
Club  on  Thursday,  April  23,  with  a  recep- 
tion at  5:30  p.m.  in  the  Oswalt  Library. 
The  annual  Humanities  Awards  Ban- 
quet followed  that  evening  at  7,  where 
he  was  inducted. 

Davis  is  head  of  the  Contracts  Man- 
agement for  the  Marine  Air-Ground 
Training  and  Education  Center  in 
Quantico,  Virginia. 

Graduating  from  Copiah-Lincoln  Ag- 
ricultural High  School  in  1956,  he  re- 
ceived an  Associate  of  arts  degree  from 
Co-Lin  in  1958,  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
from  Mississippi  College  in  1960,  and  a 
Master  of  Education  from  MC  in  1962 
and  his  Ph.D.  from  Florida  State  Univer- 
sity in  1 981 .  In  college  he  was  a  member 
of  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Phi  Mu  Alpha 
Sinfonia,  and  Phi  Delta  Kappa. 

While  living  in  Pensacola,  Fla.,  he 
served  on  the  board  of  directors  and  as 
secretary  of  the  Pensacola  Historical 
Society  and  he  was  a  volunteer  worker 
with  the  Pensacola  Baptist  Hospital. 
Currently  he  serves  as  a  board  member 
on  the  Episcopal  Caring  Response,  a 
non-profit  organization  that  cares  for  the 
terminally-ill  and  their  families  in  the 
Washington,  D.C.  area. 

Davis  was  a  vestry  member  of  the 
Holy  Cross  Episcopal  Church  in 
Pensacola  and  is  now  a  choir  member 
and  a  member  of  the  finance  committee 
at  St.  James  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
nation's  capital. 

He  has  published  inthe  United  States, 
Canada,  and  West  Germany  approxi- 
mately 20  professional  papers  on  occu- 
pational/job analysis  in  the  military 
through  the  use  of  computers. 

He  has  been  a  researcher  for  the 
National  Archives  in  Washington,  hav- 
ing written  several  papers  on  the  history 
of  Pensacola  and  the  military  presence 
there. 

Previously  Davis  was  Task  Analysis 
and  Design  Coordinator  at  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps  headquarters  in 
Washington;  was  supervisory  education 
specialist  as  a  staff  member  at  the  Chief 
of  Naval  Education  and  Training  in 
Pensacola;  served  as  supervisory  edu- 
cation specialist,  the  Navy  Schools  of 
Photography  in  Pensacola;  and  he  taught 
secondary  and  post-secondary  English 


and  social  studies  in  Jackson,  Miss. 

Davis  is  recipient  of  numerous  Out- 
standing Performance  Awards  given  by 
the  Department  of  the  Navy  and  he  was 
winner  of  the  Secretary-of-the-Navy 
Career  Fellowship  Award  in  1979-1980. 

He  has  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Special  Interest  Group  on  Training  Ef- 
fectiveness with  the  Society  for  Applied 
Learning  Technology  (SALT) ;  as  a  board 
member  of  V-TECS  (Vocational-Tech- 
nical Consortium  of  the  States)  for  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools;  as  a  member  of  the  Military 
Testing  Association;  and  of  the 
Interservice  Training  Review  Organiza- 
tion as  the  Navy's  representative  on  the 
Research  and  Development  Committee 
and  as  the  Marine  Corps'  representative 
on  the  Task  Analysis  and  Contract 
Training  committees. 

During  his  spare  time,  he  enjoys 
reading,  writing,  music,  collecting  an- 
tiques, and  swimming. 

He  has  two  children,  Jennifer  Claire 
Stover  of  Rome,  Georgia,  and  Steven 
Davis,  who  lives  in  Pensacola,  and  a 
grandson,  Matthew  Stover. 

Davis  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.

Writing  in  the  afternoon  of  my  life:  a  reflection

I  remember  incidents  that  took  place 
in  my  life  more  than  fifty  years  ago.  For 
all  those  years,  there  was  with  me  a 
feeling  that  I  would  one  day  communi- 
cate expressions  of  my  inner  self  through 
an  art  medium.  So,  at  age  seven,  I 
started  piano  lessons  and  continued 
them  through  the  second  year  of  col- 
lege. In  high  school,  I  took  art  lessons 
and  studied  voice.  Those  experiences 
enriched  my  life  greatly,  but  my  success 
was  mediocre  in  spite  of  superior  teach- 
ers, a  great  deal  of  effort,  and  the  sheer 
perseverance  that  characterized  my  te- 
nacious spirit. 

It  just  never  occurred  to  me  that  I 
could  write.  Printed  materials  seemed  to 
come  from  some  mystical  faraway  place. 
Books  were  sacred  objects  in  my  mind; 
they  were  written  by  the  gods.  I  was  a 
mere  human.  I  could  grasp  other  art 
forms  because  I  could  experience  them 
as  they  were  produced.  Attending  a 
musical  recital  or  watching  a  painter  at 
work  brought  those  art  forms  into  focus 
for  me.  I  never  saw  a  writer  write,  how- 
ever. 

This  disassociation  with  writing  was 
nurtured  further  when  I  transferred  from 
Copiah-Lincolntoaseniorcollege.  There 
I  was  told  that  transfer  students  were 
inferior.  They  had  not  drunk  from  the 
fountain  of  true  knowledge  (until  now), 
and  had  so  much  catching  up  to  do  that 
they  could  not  possibly  do  anything  well. 
That  was  during  the  fifties,  and  I  believed 
what  my  teachers  told  me.  Times  were 
different  then. 

Graduate  school  professors  liked  my 
papers  and  encouraged  me  to  write.  By 
then,  the  sixties  were  upon  us;  that  de- 
cade was  acutely  different.  After  several 
years  of  teaching,  I  entered  government 
service,  and  it  seemed  that  each  subse- 
quent job  required  me  to  write  more.  By 
the  time  I  reached  age  35,  I  frequently 
was  asked  to  edit  and  rewrite  docu- 
ments prepared  by  others,  even  by  my 
superiors.  My  gift  for  precise  written  ex- 
pression was  becoming  apparent  to  me. 
I  began  writing  papers  for  publication  in 
professional  journals  --  and  they  were 
accepted. 

Later,  I  returned  to  school  to  pursue  a 
doctoral  degree.  There,  again,  my  pro- 
fessors encouraged  me  to  write.  Some 
of  them  had  my  papers  published.  I 
began  to  feel  a  kinship  with  writing.  Each 
writing  inspiration  (or  assignment) 
seemed  to  be  a  piece  of  rough  stone  or 
wood  from  which  I  could  fashion  some- 
thing that  satisfied  my  need  for  expres- 


sion and  pleased  others.  Aside  from  the 
statistics,  the  writing  of  my  dissertation 
was  a  breeze.  I  became  so  engrossed 
that  I  wrote  night  and  day  for  nearly 
eighteen  months.  It  was  my  passion. 
The  professors  made  no  changes  to  my 
writing;  my  major  professor  introduced 
me  at  his  retirement  party  as  one  of  only 
four  doctoral  students  whose  paper  he 
did  not  have  to  rewrite  during  his  thirty 
years  of  advising  graduate  students. 

Writing  is  the  medium  in  which  I  find  a 
great  deal  of  satisfaction  and  happiness; 
often,  it  is  intoxicating.  I  respect  my  word 
processor.  It  is  the  instrument  of  my  art. 
Writing  takes  a  lot  of  practice.  This  prac- 
tice is  best  based  upon  an  understand- 
ing of  our  language.  Those  years  of 
diagramming  compound-complex  sen- 


tences, conjugating  verbs,  and  practic- 
ing punctuation  and  economy  of  words 
through  the  selection  of  precise  words 
and  phrases  were  all  so  necessary.  A 
comparison  could  state  that  they  are  the 
same  for  me  as  practice  of  scales  and 
phrasing  are  to  a  musician  who  must 
study  and  sight-read  and  practice  until 
he  or  she  knows  exactly  what  must  be 
done  simultaneously  with  the  hands,  the 
body,  the  eyes,  and  the  mind. 

This  writingflowercontinues  to  bloom 
into  the  afternoon  of  my  life.  I  plan  to 
nurture  it  into  retirement  during  which 
time  I  shall  write  and  write  and  write  - 
perhaps  a  collection  of  stories  about  my 
childhood  and  youth  in  the  South.  The 
literary  South,  you  know,  has  risen  again. 


Nearly  100  compete 

Murray,  Hart  win  Science  Quest 


Christine  Murray  of  Natchez  Cathe- 
dral High  School  and  Luther  Hart  of 
Bogue  Chitto  High  School  captured  top 
honors  at  the  seventh  annual  Science 
Quest  Competitionfordistrict  high  school 
biology  and  chemistry  students,  held 
April  2  on  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College's  Wesson  campus.  Murray  won 
the  biology  competition,  while  Hart  won 
in  chemistry. 

Twenty  one  public,  private,  and  paro- 
chial high  schools  in  Co-Lin's  district 
sent  49  students  to  compete  in  the  biol- 
ogy and  46  students  to  complete  in 
chemistry  competitions. 

Others  placing  in  the  biology  test 
competition  were  Scott  Harrison,  Magee 
High  School,  second;  David  Barnett, 
Natchez  Cathedral,  third;  Matt  Verucchi, 
Natchez  Cathedral,  fourth;  and  Doug 
Boyles,  Magee  High  School,  honorable 
mention. 

Others  winning  in  the  chemistry  test 
competition  were  Michael  Burkett, 
Brookhaven  High  School,  second;  Allen 
Flynt,  Simpson  Academy,  third;  Nicho- 
las Lenoir,  Hazlehurst  High  School, 
fourth;  and  Amy  Crosby,  Bogue  Chitto 
High  School,  honorable  mention. 

While  the  students  were  taking  their 
tests,  16  teacher-sponsors  attended  a 
mini-workshop  on  "Emerging  issues  in 
high  school  biology  and  chemistry 
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teaching,"  conducted  by  Dr.  Rosalina  V. 
Hairston,  associate  professorof  science 
education  at  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi. 

Student  placing  in  the  competitions 
were  awarded  plaques  and  scholarships 
to  attend  Co-Lin.  The  two  winners 
grabbed  full  tuition  scholarships.  Sec- 
ond place  winners  each  received  a  $250 
scholarship;  third  place  each  a  $100 
scholarship;  and  fourth  place  each  $50 
scholarship.  Honorable  mentionwinners 
were  given  respective  biology  and 
chemistry  text  books  with  study  guides. 

After  registration  that  morning,  Dr. 
Phyllis  H.  Lanier,  chairperson  of  the  sci- 
ence division,  introduced  Co-Lin's  sci- 
ence faculty.

'Spain  comes  to  Natchez...  1 492-1 992'

<i,C6mo  se  dice  "Literary  Celebration" 
en  Espafiol? 

Easy. 

"Fantastico!  Maravilloso!  Increible!" 

All  of  the  above  adjectives  apply  to 
the  1992  Natchez  Literary  Celebration, 
according  to  NLC  co-chairman  Stuart 
Johnson  of  the  Natchez  National  Histori- 
cal Park. 

Theme  for  the  conference  is  "Spain 
Comes  to  Natchez :  Commemorating  the 
Columbus  Quincentennial,  1492-1992." 

"Distinguished  lecturers  from  across 
the  United  States  and  from  Spain  will 
explore  the  Spanish  connection  in 
Natchez  from  DeSoto  to  Gayoso,  from 
antebellum  to  anti-pollution,  from 
Ibrahima  to  Andrew  Jackson,"  Johnson 
said. 

"The  story  of  the  Spanish  in  Natchez, 
from  1 779-1 798,  may  be  short-lived  and 
little  known,  but  it  is  a  fascinating  chapter 
in  American  history. 

"It  is  particularly  appropriate  since  the 
theme  this  year  as  America  celebrates 
the  500th  anniversary  of  Columbus'  dis- 
covery of  the  New  World." 

Lectures  at  the  conference  begin  June 
4  at  9  a.m.  when  Natchez  native  Lewis 
Lord,  editor  and  writer  for  U.S.  News  & 
World  Report  in  Washington,  D.C.,  pre- 
sents "The  Ante-Antebellum  Era: 
Natchez  Before  Its  First  Visitors." 

Focusing  on  the  Natchez  Indians,  Lord 
will  present  evidence  that  DeSoto  in  the 
1540s  encountered  the  Natchez  Indi- 
ans. 

Dr.  Robert  V.  Haynes,  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs  at  Western  Ken- 
tucky University  and  author  of  numerous 
books  and  articles,  will  then  speak  on 
"Natchez  and  the  American  Revolution." 

Haynes  will  discuss  how  early  Natchez 
settlers  showed  little  interest  in  the 
American  Revolution  but  were  eventu- 
ally brought  into  the  war  and  came  under 
Spanish  rule. 

Next  lecturer  on  June  4  will  be  Jack 
Elliott,  historical  archaeologist,  Missis- 
sippi Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
tory. Widely  recognized  as  an  expert  on 
early  Natchez,  Elliott  will  discuss  "La 
Ciudad  de  Natchez:  The  Spanish  Ori- 
gins of  a  Mississippi  River  Town." 

Under  Spanish  rule,  Natchez  was 
transformed  from  frontier  territory  into  a 
city. 

At  3:30  p.m.  June  4  Ronald  W.  Miller, 
executive  directorof  the  Historic  Natchez 
Foundation,  will  speak  on  'The  Architec- 
tural Heritage  of  Spanish  Natchez."  His 
comments  will  precede  atourof  Spanish 
houses  in  Natchez. 

The  afternoon  will  conclude  with 


award-winning  author  and  historian  Dr. 
Robert  V.  Remini  of  The  University  of 
Illinois,  Chicago.  His  topic  is  "Andrew 
Jackson  in  Spanish  Natchez." 

His  lecture  is  based  on  research  of 
Natchez  records  at  the  archives  in  Seville, 
Spain,  with  particular  reference  to  the 
mystery  surrounding  the  marriage  of 
Jackson  and  Rachel  Robards  near 
Natchez. 

Lectures  on  June  5  begin  at  9  a.m. 
when  Dr.  Ronald  L.  F.  Davis  of  California 
State  University  -  Northridge,  speaks  on 
"African-Americans  in  18th-century 
Natchez." 

His  comments  will  focus  on  the  ori- 
gins and  character  of  slavery  in  the  colo- 
nial era. 

The  African-American  theme  will 
continue  when  Vernon  Emile  Smith,  a 
Natchez  native  who  is  bureau  chief  for 
Newsweek  in  Atlanta,  speaks  on 
"Ibrahima  and  Other  African-Americans: 
Notes  from  a  Native  Son." 

He  will  tell  of  his  personal  research 
into  the  story  of  Ibrahima,  an  African 
prince  sold  into  slavery  in  Natchez. 

The  afternoon  of  June  5  will  feature 
Dr.  G.  Douglas  Inglis  of  Seville,  Spain, 
who  will  present  'The  Character  and 
Some  Characters  of  Spanish  Natchez." 
He  will  chronicle  the  famous  and  the 
infamous  in  Natchez  from  1780-1800. 

Following  an  evening  reception  and 
dinner  at  Stanton  Hall  and  the  Carriage 
House  Restaurant,  Betsy  McWilliams  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  will  present  "Tales  of 


Lust  and  Love  in  Spanish  Natchez." 

An  internationally  known  storyteller 
with  a  reputation  for  Hispanic  lore, 
McWilliams'  tales  for  children  will  be 
featured  June  6  at  1  p.m.  at  the  Armstrong 
Library. 

Lectures  on  Saturday,  June  6,  will 
begin  at  9  a.m.  when  Dr.  Michael  V. 
Namorato  will  discuss  "Catholicism  in 
Mississippi:  An  Enduring  Legacy  of 
Spanish  Natchez."  Namorato  is  associ- 
ate professor  of  history  at  The  University 
of  Mississippi. 

Next  will  be  Dr.  William  S.  Coker, 
chairman  of  the  history  department, 
University  of  West  Florida,  Pensacola, 
whose  talk  is  "Great  Beginnings:  Gayoso, 
Bruin,  and  Other  Leaders  of  Natchez's 
Fledgling  Planter  Society." 

Spain  encouraged  Anglo-Americans 
to  come  to  Natchez,  attracting  them 
through  liberal  land  grants.  These  prop- 
erties were  fashioned  into  large  planta- 
tions which  became  the  basic  economic

Early  Spanish  homes  on  tour

If  you  want  to  see  tangible  evidence 
of  Spain's  occupation  of  Natchez,  all  you 
have  to  do  is  go  to  the  corner  of  Wall  and 
Washington  streets. 

You'll  be  right  in  the  middle  of 
Natchez's  Old  Spanish  Quarter,  a  dis- 
trict dating  to  the  late  1700s. 

Four  private  homes  in  Quarter  will  be 
opened  for  touring  during  the  1992 
Natchez  Literary  Celebration.  Two  of 
these  homes  are  rarely  opened  to  the 
public,  according  to  NLC  co-chairman 
Becky  Junkin  Nevill. 

"On  Thursday,  June  4,  from  6:1 5  p.m. 
until  8:15  p.m.,  you  can  step  back  200 
years  as  you  visit  this  very  unusual 
Natchez  neighborhood,"  Nevill  says. 
"Tickets  are  $15,  including  refresh- 
ments." 

The  four  houses  to  be  opened  are: 

*Gov.  Holmes  House,  207  S.  Wall  St. 
Built  about  1794,  this  house  was  the 
home  of  the  last  governor  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Territory  and,  in  1817,  the  first 
governor  of  the  state  of  Mississippi. 
Operated  as  a  bed-and-breakfast  inn,  it 
is  the  home  of  Robert  Pully,  who  owns 
the  house  with  Rivet  Hedderel  and 
Hermann  Stenz. 

*Griffith-McComas  House,  301  S.Wall 
St.  The  wooden  upper  story  was  built 
between  1793-1807  and  later  elevated 
and  placed  on  a  new  brick  first  story.  The 
symmetry  of  the  openings  on  the  front  of 
the  new  lower  story  is  typical  of  the 
Federal  style.  The  house  is  the  home  of 


Shirley  Petkovsek. 

'Holly  Hedges,  214  Washington  St. 
This  house  may  be  the  same  house 
which  John  Scott  was  granted  in  1 796.  It 
could  also  have  been  built  about  1818, 
when  the  property  was  acquired  by  Ed- 
ward Turner.  The  house  appears  in 
Audubon's  1822  landscape  of  Natchez 
as  a  simple  cottage,  but  an  1835  paint- 
ing shows  the  house  as  it  looks  today.  It 
is  the  home  of  John  and  Betty  O'Brien. 

'Texada,  222  S.  Wall  St.  The  first 
brick  building  in  town,  Texada's  first  floor 
was  probably  used  for  business  and  the 
upstairs  as  living  space.  The  exact  year 
of  the  house's  construction  is  unknown, 
but  in  1 798,  when  the  property  was  sold 
to  Manuel  Texada,  it  contained  a  house 
50  feet  long.  Texada,  the  home  of  George 
and  Margaret  Moss,  is  operated  as  a 
bed-and-breakfast  inn.

Black  History  Month 

Coleman  speaks  on  campus

During  the  month  of  February,  civil 
rights  leaders  and  prominent  black  com- 
munity members  are  remembered  for 
their  contributions  to  this  nation. 

One  of  those  prominent  leaders  also 
recently  took  part  in  Copiah-Lincoln's 
celebration  of  Black  History  Month. 

Mattie  Coleman,  the  college's  first 
black  graduate,  spoke  to  an  auditorium 
full  of  students  and  faculty  on  Feb.  19 
about  her  years  at  the  school  and  about 
people  who  had  been  an  influence  on 
her  life. 

Coleman  attended  Co-Lin  from  1967 
through  1969.  She  then  received  a 
bachelor  of  science  degree  from  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  She 
finished  her  master's  degree  at  Jackson 
State  University  and  has  done  additional 
work  at  various  other  institutions.  A 
chemistry  and  biology  teacher,  Coleman 
is  currently  employed  at  S.V.  Marshall 
High  School  in  Tchula. 

Coleman  said  during  her  visit  to  the 
campus,  "I  was  dared  to  succeed  in  life, 
but  I  succeeded  anyway." 

She  said  that  when  she  enrolled  at 
Co-Lin  in  1967,  the  president  told  her 
that  she  had  a  lot  of  courage. 

"I  joined  a  few  organizations  in  which 
they  gave  me  a  few  menial  tasks  to 


accomplish,  but  I  didn't  care  because  all 
I  wanted  to  do  was  be  a  part  of  that 
environment,"  she  said. 

"I  didn't  give  up,  and  I  couldn't  give  up 
because  I  was  the  first  black  enrolled  at 
the  college,"  she  said,  adding,  "I  opened 
the  doors  for  a  lot  of  black  people,  and  I 
relieved  a  lot  of  tension." 

According  to  Coleman,  some  of  the 
employees  at  the  college  made  it  easier 
for  her  to  succeed  while  a  student. 

She  said,  "I'm  sure  some  helped  me 
because  they  were  asked  to  do  so,  but 
some  did  it  because  their  hearts  led 
them  to  do  it." 

Coleman  also  reminisced  about  her 
graduation  in  1969,  saying  that  many 
teachers  and  students  thanked  her  for 
"hanging  in  there." 

"When  Dr.  Thames  introduced  me, 
he  said,  'Mattie  opened  doors,  and  she 
never  gave  up,'"  Coleman  remembered. 

"I'm  proud  of  Co-Lin  because  this  is 
where  I  got  my  start  in  life,"  she  contin- 
ued. 

The  Brookhaven  native  went  on  to 
advise  students  in  the  audience  about 
how  to  achieve  success. 

She  said,  "In  order  to  be  a  success, 
you  must  first  be  true  to  yourself.  You 
must  set  goals  in  life,  and  even  if  you 


never  fully  achieve  those  goals,  at  least 
you  will  have  something  to  strive  for." 

"Your  success  is  not  measured  by 
what  you  do  for  yourself ,  but  by  what  you 
do  for  others,"  she  concluded.

Smith  co-authors  new  book

A  new  book  about  Natchez,  Miss., 
called  "Natchez:  An  Illustrated  History," 
is  the  first  everto  coverthe  entire  history 
of  this  ancient  riverside  city.  It  was  co- 
authored  by  Carolyn  Vance  Smith,  fac- 
ulty member  at  Co-Lin's  Natchez  cam- 
pus. 

'The  authors  have  been  very  careful 
to  be  inclusive  of  all  of  Natchez's  history 
and  to  highlight  the  accomplishments  of 
different  ethnic  groups  that  have  made 
Natchez  special,"  said  Mary  Warren 
"Mimi"  Miller  of  Natchez. 

Miller,  architectural  historian  with  the 
Mississippi  Department  of  Archives  and 
History,  served  as  consultant  for  the 
book. 

The  192-page  volume  covers  nearly 
1 ,000  years  of  Natchez's  history,  begin- 
ning before  the  Natchez  Indians  and 
ending  with  the  establishment  of  a  na- 
tional park  in  Natchez  in  the  1990s. 

In  between  are  such  chapters  as  "The 
Great  Planters  of  Natchez,"  "The  Civil 
War"  and  "The  Renaissance  of  Old 
Natchez." 

Authors  of  the  book  are  David  G. 
Sansing  of  the  history  department  at 
The  University  of  Mississippi,  Sim  C. 
Callon  of  the  Historic  Natchez  Founda- 
tion and  Smith,  instructor  of  English  at 
Co-Lin's  Natchez  campus. 

'These  authors  are  to  be  commended 
for  publishing  this  volume,  which  will  be 
of  interest  not  only  to  scholars  research- 
ing the  history  of  Natchez  by  the  lay 
public  as  well,"  said  Elbert  Hilliard  of 
Jackson,  director  of  the  Mississippi  De- 
partment of  Archives  and  History. 

'This  illustrated  book  will  be  a  valu- 
able resource  for  all  students  of  Natchez 
history,"  he  said. 

Many  of  the  book's  illustrations  have 
not  been  widely  seen  before.  On  the 
cover,  for  instance,  is  a  reproduction  of 
an  oil  landscape  of  Natchez  painted  in 
1822  by  the  naturalist/artist  John  James 
Audubon. 

"Such  a  book  is  so  needed,"  said 
Mary  Lou  England,  co-ownerof  Coverto 
Cover  Books  and  More  in  Natchez. 
'There  is  an  overwhelming  demand  for  a 
thorough  history  of  Natchez. 

"Not  a  week  goes  by  that  we  don't 
have  people  asking  for  a  history  of 
Natchez.  We  know  the  book  will  fill  a  real 
void." 

The  book  is  a  direct  result  of  an  illus- 
trated lecture  delivered  by  Sansing  and 
Callon  in  May  1 991  atthe  second  annual 
Natchez  Literary  Celebration,  co-spon- 
sored by  Copiah-Lincoln  and  the  Na- 
tional Park  Service. 

Theme  of  the  conference  was  "From 


Provincial  Outpost  to  National  Treasure: 
Natchez  Celebrates  Its  175th  anniver- 
sary." 

"When  I  asked  David  and  Sim  to 
present  an  overview  of  Natchez's  his- 
tory at  the  conference,  I  also  asked  them 
to  Think  BOOK!'"  said  Smith,  who  is  co- 
chairman  of  the  celebration. 

"They  are  both  experienced  authors, 
and  I  thought  perhaps  we  could  do  a 
good  Natchez  history  book,  working  to- 
gether." 

Sansing  has  written  school  textbooks 
on  Mississippi  history,  and  Callon  is  au- 
thorof  numerous  lectures  about  Natchez 
as  well  as  co-author  with  Smith  of  "The 
Goat  Castle  Murder." 

Smith,  also  author  of  several  other 


books  about  Natchez,  said,  "I'd  been 
asked  dozens  of  times,  'When  are  you 
going  to  do  a  book  on  Natchez  history?' 

"I  didn't  feel  equal  to  the  Natchez 
history  project  by  myself,"  she  said.  "But 
when  these  two  historians  agreed  to 
help  me,  I  then  had  a  good  feeling  that 
the  book  would  work." 

Following  the  literary  celebration,  the 
three  authors  lengthened  the  text  of  the 
lecture,  added  numerous  photographs 
from  Callon's  collection  and  arranged 
for  the  book's  production. 

The  book,  which  retails  for  $14.95,  is 
available  (with  an  additional  $2  for  post- 
age and  handling)  by  writing  Plantation 
Publishing  Co.,  P.O.  Box  17842, 
Natchez,  MS  391 22.

Political  changes  have  impact  on  Soviet  education

I'd  like  to  share  some  facts  and  ideas 
from  an  article  that  I  recently  read  en- 
titled "The  Impact  of  Perestroika  on  So- 
viet Education",  by  Ben  Brodinsky 
(Kaccan,  January  1992). 

To  get  prepared  to  understand  the 
educational  impact  of  recent  political 
changes  in  Soviet  education,  one  must 
first  look  at  how  it  was  before.  A  few 
concepts  are:  1)  there  were  indiscipline 
problems  in  class  -  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
students  were  required  to  sit  upright 
during  lessons,  and  to  stand  at  attention 
when  answering  the  teacher,  and  to  sit 
down  only  with  the  teacher's  permis- 
sion; 2)  the  learning  process  was  rather 
simple  and  very  formalized  -  the  teacher 
lectured  mostly  (even  in  primary  grades) 
and  the  students  were  responsible  for 
learning  (many  times  memorizing)  the 
material,  usually  through  homework  as- 
signments; 3)  teachers  began  questions 
with  "what",  "where",  and  "when"  -  few 
began  with  "why"  or  "how";  4)  answers 
were  expected  to  be  quick  and  straight 
to  the  point;  and  5)  open  discussion  was 
rare. 

Some  of  the  problems  being  encoun- 
tered after  the  political  changes  have 
resulted  from  a  long  history  under  the 
communist  influence  where  students 
were  fed  the  ideas  and  concepts  of  the 
communist  party,  regardless  of  the  facts. 
Not  only  has  there  been  no  recognition 
of  the  philosophical  differences  of  other 
parts  of  the  world  in  the  past,  but  such 
materials  were  not  allowed  to  exist.  Con- 
sequently, now  that  the  communist  way 
is  out,  there  is  a  void  of  what  to  teach!  It's 
as  if  everything  a  person  always  taught 
as  a  teacher  ceased  to  exist  overnight. 
Of  course,  it  doesn't  stop  there;  a  more 
subtle,  yet  major  change  for  teachers  is 
the  methodology.  How  do  teachers  who 
have  never  asked  the  questions  (why  or 
how)  which  lead  to  open  ended  discus- 
sion, now  incorporate  such  methodol- 
ogy into  their  discussion.  The  answer  is 
simple,  they  must  change  their  way  of 
teaching.  Easier  said  than  done! 

Soviet  educators  were  interviewed  to 
get  their  views  of  changes.  One  educa- 
tor commented  "One  blessing  of  reform 
is  that  I  don't  have  to  waste  time  in  the 
classroom,  repeating  the  old  rhetoric, 
glorifying  the  state,  or  denouncing  capi- 
talism. This  gives  me  at  least  one-third 
more  time  to  concentrate  on  subject 
matter."  Another  educator  said  "...this 
freedom  came  so  suddenly.  How  can  we 


teachers  suddenly  develop  initiative 
(emphasis  added)  when  there  has  been 
nothing  in  our  training  or  in  our  experi- 
ence to  help  us?" 

Other  problems  cited  by  the  educator 
of  the  old  Soviet  Union  include  a  total 
lack  of  modern  reference  works  to  make 
student  research  meaningful,  a  lack  of 
computers  in  the  classroom,  few  calcu- 
lators in  math  classrooms. 

Teachers  in  the  Soviet  Union  are  still 
somewhat  timid  conformists  waiting  for 
some  direction  -  what  direction  will  that 
be?  No  one  knows  at  this  point,  but  there 
is  a  spirit  of  "Let's  change!"  Curriculum 
revision  will  probably  come  rather  slow,

but  there  is  some  talk  among  history 
teachers  that  Soviet  press  will  soon  pro- 
duce a  basic  textbook  in  history  entitled 
"Yesterday,  Today,  and  Tomorrow". 
Hopefully  this  text  will  provide  teachers, 
at  least  in  history  and  social  studies,  with 
some  "correct  principles"  in  teaching  20th 
Century  history  for  the  USSR.  On  the 
other  hand,  think  of  the  geography  of  this 
land.  It  may  be  years  before  this  be- 
comes stable. 

Though  the  people  of  Russia  have 
monumental  problemstoovercome,  they 
still  face  the  same  type  problems  in 
education  that  we  face  in  America.  One 
of  the  major  problems  they  face  is  how  to 
reward  productivity.  They  have  been 
stuck  with  "length  of  service"  as  the  way 
to  reward  teachers.  Any  idea  of  chang- 
ing this  notion  is  met  with  the  wealth  of 
teachers  across  the  country.  They  also 
must  deal  with  issues  of  alternative 
schools,  vocational  training  and  schools 
for  the  gifted. 
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In  addition  to  sharing  the  same  type 
problems,  another  thing  that  Soviet  edu- 
cators have  in  common  with  U.S.  educa- 
tors is  the  overall  mission  of  education. 
That  mission  is  "to  help  the  child  become 
talented  and  to  find  himself  (herself),  to 
develop  the  ability  to  live  among  people, 
to  learn  civic  responsibility".  Still  another 
area  of  commonality  is  the  conscious- 
ness of  test  scores ;  with  the  vast  political 
changes,  that  emphasis  now  appears  to 
be  relaxed.  The  new  emphasis  is  that 
students  develop  abilities  and  prepare 
for  the  roles  of  citizens  and  workers. 

I  find  it  very  interesting  that  the  Soviet 
educational  system,  having  been  buried 
in  a  communist  straight  jacket  with  no 
freedom  to  develop,  now  has  the  same 
basic  problems  that  face  American 
schools.  They  also  have  the  same  basic 
goals  for  their  young  people.  It  seems 
that  we  as  educators  should  think  seri- 
ously about  that  anomaly.  It's  time  we 
worked  on  solving  the  problems  and 
concentrated  on  meeting  the  goals. 
(Speaking  of  goals,  the  "American  2000" 
theme  and  the  "Mississippi  2000"theme, 
which  underwrites  the  same  principles, 
are  lofty  goals.)  Now,  how  do  we  go 
about  meeting  those  lofty  goals?  Not  by 
talking  about  them!

Holder  believes  there  is  discrimina- 
tion when  dealing  with  graduating  stu- 
dents from  high  school.  Students  in 
college  prep  classes  receive  a  diploma 
while  students  in  a  vocational-technical 
pursuit  only  get  a  certificate  of  achieve- 
ment. 

Holder's  address  to  the  participants 
at  the  Salute  to  Industry  and  Job  Fair 
only  reinforced  the  importance  of  voca- 
tional-technical courses  in  community 
colleges  in  the  state. 

"Many  thanks  go  out  to  every  busi- 
ness and  their  representatives  that  par- 
ticipated in  the  event  that  made  it  suc- 
cessful," McQuillin  said. 

"We  are  especially  appreciative  to

Super  Bowl  XXVI,  played  in  the 
Metrodome  in  Minneapolis  on  January 
26,  was  especially  an  exciting  day  for 
many  Copiah-Lincoln  alumni  and  folks 
in  Simpson  County  as  one  of  its  own, 
Stephen  Hobbs,  saw  a  great  deal  of 
action  as  one  of  the  champion  Washing- 
ton Redskins. 

Hobbs,  a  standout  for  the  Wolves  in 
1983-84  and  1984-85,  played  his  third 
season  as  a  wide  receiver  and  special 
teams  player  with  the  Redskins  of  the 
National  Football  Conference. 

A  1983  Mendenhall  High  School 
graduate,  Hobbs  became  the  first 
Simpson  Countian  to  ever  play  in  the 
Super  Bowl  for  the  NFL.  Co-Lin  alumni 
and  all  of  Simpson  County  were  glued  to 
their  sets  to  watch  native  son  number 
86,  and  the  Redskins  defeat  the  Buffalo 
Bills. 

At  Co-Lin  Hobbs,  under  then  head 
coach  James  Sloan,  starred  at  wide 
receiver.  He  enrolled  at  Southeast  Loui- 
siana his  junior  year  before  joining  the 


North  Alabama  squad  to  complete  his 
collegiate  career. 

In  1 987  he  was  drafted  by  the  Kansas 
City  Chiefs,  playing  his  rookie  year  in  the 
American  Football  Conference.  It  was  in 
his  second  season  that  he  was  released 
by  the  Chiefs,  but  was  then  signed  by 
Washington. 

Stephen  was  joined  in  Minneapolis 
by  several  family  members,  including  an 
older  brother,  Curtis,  an  assistant  Co- 
Lin  coach,  and  his  wife,  Gloria,  and  by 
Mrs.  Sylvia  Hobbs,  Stephen's  mother, 
and  sisters,  Pam  and  Donna.  The  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Willie  B.  Hobbs  of 
Mendenhall,  Stephen  is  next  to  the 
youngest  of  seven  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. 

Stephen  and  Curtis  are  two  of  the 
athletic  Hobbs  brothers  who  attended 
Co-Lin.  Others  were  James,  Ernest,  and 
Danny  Ray,  all  of  whom  were  football 
players,  and  sister,  Pam,  who  played 
basketball  for  the  Lady  Wolves. 

His  mother,  Mrs.  Sylvia  Hobbs  in  a 


feature  by  Forrest  Hailey  in  the  Simpson 
County  Journal,  was  quoted  when  asked 
about  Stephen  as  a  youngster  said,  "He 
was  kind  of  a  loner.  He  never  wanted  to 
be  in  the  spotlight.  He  was  always  ambi- 


tious and  always  wanted  to  help  his 
family." 

Stephen  often  comes  back  to  Missis- 
sippi to  check  on  his  family  and  friends. 
"He  never  forgets  where  he  is  from.  He 
always  wants  to  know  if  they  mention 
Mendenhall  when  he  plays  televised 
games,"  she  said. 

Stephen  calls  home  before  every 
game  to  check  on  his  family  and  to  ask 
them  to  pray  for  him  and  his  team.  Since 
beginning  his  pro  career,  he  has  ac- 
cepted Christ  as  his  Savior,  something 
Mrs.  Hobbs  loves  to  talk  about. 

With  a  Super  Bowl  championship 
under  his  belt,  with  its  much-prized  ring 
and  winnings,  Stephen  Hobbs  remains 
humble.  He  has  not  forgotten  his  roots.

For  the  fourth  semester  in  a  row,  the 
Natchez  Campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  has  set  a  record  for 
overall  enrollment.

This  represents  a  40  percent  growth  on 
the  Natchez  Campus  over  the  past  two 
years.  This  increased  growth  has  re- 
sulted in  new  talk  toward  building  a  new 
academic  facility  near  the  present  vo- 
cational-technical facility  off  Beltline 
Road.  The  Adams  County  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors has  been  requested  to  ask  for 
a  referendum  for  a  bond  issue  to  finance 
the  facility. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Vance  Smith,  English 
and  journalism  instructor,  has  co- 
authored  a  new  book  with  Dr.  David 
Sansing  of  the  University  of  Mississippi, 
and  local  historian,  Mr.  Sim  Callon.  The 
book  entitled  Natchez:  An  Illustrated 
History  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  1991 
Natchez  Literary  Celebration  which  was 
sponsored  by  Co-Lin  Natchez  and  the 
National  Park  Service. 

The  Natchez  Elderhostel  program, 
which  is  also  sponsored  by  Co-Lin 
Natchez,  is  in  its  second  year.  From  four 
sessions  the  first  year,  it  has  grown  to 
seventeen  sessions  in  the  second  year.

Landress,  Cavin,  Smith  retire

John  Robert  Landress,  a  dedicated 
member  of  the  Co-Lin  faculty  for  36 
years,  has  made  plans  for  retirement. 

Landress  came  to  Co-Lin  in  the  fall  of 
1956  after  teaching  one  year  at  Bethel 
Baptist  Junior  College  in  Kentucky. 

Landress  was  born  on  November  6, 
1926,  and  lived  in  Georgia  before  mov- 
ing to  Wesson  in  1 956.  He  and  his  family 
lived  on  campus  for  many  years,  and 
later  bought  a  home  in  Wesson.  He  has 
four  children  and  seven  grandchildren. 
His  two  daughters,  Daphne  and  Denise, 
are  teachers.  His  son,  Bob,  is  a  major  in 
the  army.  His  youngest  child,  Kevin,  is  a 
student  at  Co-Lin. 

Landress  is  a  teacher  of  speech  and 
theatre.  He  says  he  was  the  last  person 
hired  by  Dr.  James  Ewing  before  he  left 
Co-Lin  to  go  to  Delta  State  University  as 
president. 

Landress  said,  "I  really  enjoy  teach- 
ing. I  will  miss  the  people  and  contact 
with  students.  There  are  always  students 
that  I  enjoy  being  in  class  with."  But  he  is 
also  looking  forward  to  retiring.  He  will 
be  teaching  part-time  at  Co-Lin  next 
year  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  His 
wife,  Mary  Lou,  has  already  retired  and 
they  plan  to  go  camping  and  just  travel  to 
see  the  country. 

The  Brookhaven  Little  Theatre  has 
named  a  yearly  award,  the  John 
Landress  Award,  after  him.  He  was  one 
of  the  founding  group  of  the  theatre. 
"The  award  was  a  big  surprise,  but  also 
a  great  honor,"  he  says. 

Since  the  organizing  of  BLT  in  1968, 
he  has  directed  numerous  productions, 
had  roles  in  many  others,  and  has  worked 
untiringly  with  sets,  props,  publicity,  or 
other  duties  in  practically  every  produc- 
tion ever  given  by  the  group. 

Landress  was  founder  and  director  of 
the  Wesson  Puppeteers  for  15  years 
from  1 976  to  1 991 .  The  group,  composed 
of  anywhere  from  12  to  24  high  school 
students  who  were  volunteers,  often 
performed  for  churches,  schools,  ban- 
quets, etc.  He  often  has  conducted 
puppet  workshops. 

Another  big  part  of  his  life  has  been 
directing  singing  for  the  church  choir  at 
Shiloh  Baptist  Church  in  Sontag  for  the 
past  five  years  and  as  minister  of  music 
at  other  churches  before  then. 

After  28  years  of  service  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College,  Ed  Smith, 
the  vocational-technical  drafting  in- 
structor, will  retire. 

Smith  is  a  native  of  Jefferson  County, 
between  Fayette  and  Union  Church.  He 
attended  Union  Church  School  his  junior 
year  and  graduated  from  Fayette  High 
School.  He  furthered  his  education  at 


Copiah-Lincoln,  the  University  of  South- 
ern Mississippi,  and  Louisiana  State 
University. 

He  and  his  wife,  Carolyn,  have  three 
children,  Lome,  Lance,  and  Lane,  all  of 
whom  attended  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College. 

"Working  with  the  students  is  what 
keeps  me  in  it.  I  get  letters  from  students 
that  are  doing  all  sorts  of  things.  We 
have  students  all  over  the  country,"  said 
Smith. 

His  greatest  contribution  he  feels  has 
been  helping  get  students  placed  in  good 
job  positions. 

Smith  came  to  Co-Lin  in  1 964,  and  he 
has  accumulated  32  years  in  state  ser- 
vice and  feels  like  now  is  a  good  time  to 
retire.  "This  is  a  good  place  to  work.  I 
have  really  enjoyed  it." 

Smith  says  he  will  work  part-time  for 
himself  by  drafting,  landscaping  and 
doing  whatever  his  wife  says! 

Before  coming  to  Co-Lin  he  worked 
for  the  State  Highway  Department  for 
four  years. 

Herman  Douglas  Cavin,  drafting  and 
design  technology  instructor,  is  also  re- 
tiring at  the  end  of  the  school  year  after 
a  29-year  career  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College.
